try officers Reserve Corps of the United States Army. 
When a man has completed a year here he has been taught 
infantry drill, map-making, and marksmanship. The next year 


he receives instruction in musketry, scouting, patrolling, and 
elementary field engineering. In the advance course of his last two years he re- 
ceives instruction in machine-gunning, accompanying weapons for infantry minor 
tactics, and military law. 

Upon the completion of four years’ work, one summer camp, and provided 
he is physically fit, the successful candidate is given a Reserve Commission in 
Infantry of the United States Army. 

Military training has obvious advantages. It is designed to help qualities of 
leadership in initiative in the men taking it. 

The work, besides being intensively interesting, can be adapted to civil life 
as readily as military life. The impression seems to exisit that military training 
has only military value, where as such is not the case. The benefits derived from 
the training received at Augusta is useful to the civilian as it emphasizes the de- 
velopment of the individual responsibility and initiative in a manner found in no 
other course, and these are qualities much sought after by the employer of men. 

The past year can easily be put down on record as one of the most successful. 

At the time of the publication of this book we had already been notified by 
the War Department that we were one of the few schools to be inspected some 
time before June. If the present drive and spirit avails when the inspectors 
arrive, Augusta Military Academy will go down on the War Department books 
for the third time as one of the Ten Honor Schools.

Football Resume 


EFORE commencing the history of the football season, we first wish 
to thank our able coaches. We know that thanks and praise but ill ex- 
press all that these men did to make Old Augusta’s team go down in the 
traditions of the school the pluckiest and the hardest-fighting eleven 
that ever adorned the Blue and White. 

Our head coach, Capt. W. F. Drewry, the celebrated end of V. M. I.’s 
winning team of '21, proved even more capable as a coach. His lasting 
knowledge of the finer points of the game with his incomparable ability 

to instill them into the minds of the seemingly green men caused comment, along with amaze- 

ment from all that had the luck to attend the games. 

Capt. F. L. Summers, the leader of the “Flying Squadron” of ’21, proved himself the 
most valuable line coach A. M. A. has ever had. Starting with no letter men, he produced 
a line that had wide reputation as a stone wall. He developed two All-State guards, and got 
several honorable mentions for other men of his line. 

Capt. E. M. Clark and J. C. B. McLaughlin, the assistant coaches, rendered valuable 
aid to the head coaches. They succeeded in making a scrub team that won several 
games and always gave the varsity a hard fight. To the scrubs a large part of the season’s 
success is due, and we wish them all the best of luck and unbounded glory next year. 

The first game of the season was played on our own field October 7th, with W. and L. 
Freshmen, who outweighed us fifteen pounds to the man and beat us by a score of 6-0, be- 
cause the field was muddy and our light backfield was unable to get started. The team put 
up a splendid fight and showed up exceptionally for the first game. 

The next game, with V. M. I. Junior Varsity, also proved disastrous. We were handi- 
capped by having four varsity men out of the game. However, Augusta scored in the third 
quarter when Dorsey recovered a fumble and carried it sixty yards for a touch-down. V. 
M. I. opened up from time to time with an aerial attack, but were unsuccessful. They made 
most of their gains around ends. Magie “got loose” several times for long gains, but was 
never able to carry the ball over. V. M. I. made three touch-downs, failing to kick goal in all 
attempts. The final score was 18-6. 

October 21st found us over at Charlottesville facing Woodberry on the Lambeth Field. 
The boys from Orange played in their usual good luck. Augusta carried the ball three times 
in the first half to the goal line, but lost it every time by fumbles. The defensive playing of 
Kennedy and Howard, the punting of Steele, and the passing of McArthur made the game 


one not to be forgotten. The boys in blue made one splendid drive in the last few minutes of 
the game—had the whistle blown three minutes later the score would have been decidedly 


different. For the last three years the score has been the same—0O to 0. 

The game with S. V. A. on October 28th was one of the hardest-fought games of the 
schedule. Augusta carried the ball across the goal line three times, but brought back every 
time. The only score was three points made by a beautiful drop from the thirty-yard line 


The following week the team met the freshmen from U. Va. In this game our boys dis- 
played some beautiful playing, but the college team was a little too strong for us in the last 
quarter, when they scored two touchdowns, one by a forward pass and one by an end run. 
They kicked but one goal, making the final score 13 to 0. 

On November lI!th the strong team of E. H. S. completely spilled the dope in Alexandria 
by amassing seventeen points to Augusta’s seven. In this game the “Keydets” showed a drive 
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punch that at times enables them to wade through the High boys easily, but our opponents 
were just a little too strong for us in the last half. However, Kavanaugh managed to make 
a beautiful forty-yard run for a touchdown in the last five minutes of play. 

The annual classic with F. M. S. on November the 18th proved to be one of the best 
games of the season. The dope was against us, but Augusta got the jump from the very 
start, scoring in the first ten minutes of play, and the fast and accurate playing up to the 
third quarter enabled us to make two more tallies. In the last half the Waynesboro boys 
made a splendid comeback, scoring two touchdowns, failing to kick either goals. The final

7]! CAN be easily understood, by those who saw our team in action this 
year, that we had one of the best prep school teams in the state. When 
the call came for volunteers, about forty men turned out and from that 
number our coaches had great trouble in choosing a team that won fame 
for itself and Augusta. Terminating the season with a second well- 
earned victory over Fishburne, on our floor, on March 3rd, the Augusta 
Blues succeeded in annexing six of the thirteen games on their schedule 
by large scores, which goes to prove the strength of the varsity during 
the season. Out of the games lost, three of them may be attributed to the fact that our able 
center was out of the game on account of sickness, which placed the team in a very crippled 
condition. Although there were men sufficiently able to take his place, the team seemed at a 
loss and were unable to get together. 

Kennedy, our captain, also Crawford, Lewis, and Dorsey, of last year’s team, were all 
back and formed the backbone of the team.

a/f THE beginning of the season prospects were not very bright, 
as there was only one letter man on the squad from the previous 
¥| years. After our first meet with V. E. S. we found several stars 
| who developed rapidly as the season progressed. 

Magie, the captain of the team, could always be depended 
upon for points in the hurdles and dashes. The high-point man, 
however, was McPherson. There is hardly any event in track which he cannot 
do, and do well. His best event, however, is the four-forty, which he placed 
second at the scholastics. Next in points scored was Hogshire, his points were 
chiefly the result of broad-jumping and sprinting. In the W. & L. Freshmen 
meet “Piggy” jumped twenty feet seven inches. 

In the distances our men were Bray, Thompson, and Blethen. By hard 
work Bray developed to be one of the best milers in the state. He would have no 
doubt have placed in the scholastic had he not have been sick at the time. 

The field events were well cared for by Rangely, Wiles, Smith, Moss, and 
McCue. Rangely tied for first place in the scholastic meet in Charlottsville. 

In all, we had five meets, not including the scholastic. In the first meet at 
Charlottesville with Virginia Freshmen and Woodberry, we did as well as could 
be expected, considering the lack of experience and condition. However, the next 
two we won rather easily from V. E. S. and Fishburne. At Lexington the fol- 
lowing week we were defeated by Roanoke High by four points. This meet was 
not decided until the last event. The same week the W. & L. Freshmen defeated 
us by about twenty points. The season ended up in the final scholastic meet at 
Charlottesville in which we obtained fourth place. 

The following men were awarded letters: Magie, McPherson, Hogshire, 
Bray, and Rangely. Crawford would have without a doubt won a letter had it 
not been for the fact that he was a memher of the baseball team. 

The team was very ably managed by Venable, and it was through him that 
such an excellent schedule was arranged. 

In defeating Fishburne our season was a success. But this alone was not all, 
as the victory over V. E. S. and the defeat by Roanoke High, the high school 
champions goes to show. 

By closing the 1923 track season credit must be given to our able coach, 
where it is more than justly due. Without the confident aid of Captain Summers 
this season would without a doubt have been amiss. As it is, it can be chronicled 
as the best team Augusta has ever put in the track field. 

Speaking in behalf of the whole team, we wish to say that Captain Summers 
is a coach that knows track, and under him it is a pleasure as well as an honor to 
work, and we greatly appreciate his untiring efforts and patience. We sincerely 
hope to have him back next spring. 
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This year Augusta hails her tankmen state champions over all college freshmen and prep 
school teams in Virginia. Under the able coaching of Capt. Clark and the leadership of 
Swimming Captain McPherson the large squad that reported for practice was soon worked 
over and cut down to the regular team, composed of the following men, the first eleven of 
whom made letters: McPherson, Capt. Marston, Assistant Capt. Rice, Taylor, Holland, 
Gresham, Dearborn, Kavanaugh, Wright, Winslow, Wiles, and Bullock, L. 

After three weeks of hard work the squad began to look in fine shape for the first meet, 
which was held in the Staunton Y. M. C. A. pool against Randolph-Macon Academy of 
Bedford, Va., on February 12th. This meet resulted in a complete victory for the Augusta 
swimmers, the score being 59 to 9, the Augusta men taking all first and all but one of the 
second places. 

The return meet with R.-M. A., which took place at Bedford on February 19th, was a 
victory for Augusta by almost the same score. The R.-M. A. water-babies pushed up at the 
last of the meet and took two second places, but no first, the final score, A. M. A. 59, 
R.-M. A. 12. 

On February 23rd, Augusta’s team met the acquatic squad of her old rival, Fishburne, in 
Staunton, and again came home with the long end of a 48 to 20 score. Augusta took six first 
and six second places to two of each from Fishburne. 

On February 26th, the A. M. A. swimmers went to Lexington to meet the strong Wash- 
ington and Lee Freshmen team for the hardest meet of the season. Augusta won by the 
scant margin of one point, final score 36 to 35. The winner was in doubt until the finish of 
the relay race, the last event in which McPherson, anchor man for A. M. A., came in an inch 
or two ahead of the W. & L. swimmer. He showed some splendid swimming in both this 
and the fifty-yard dash, as did Rice, who swam a beautiful race in the 220-dash. 

Augusta tallied up her fifth victory of the season in a return meet with the Waynesboro 
boys in the Fishburne pool, by a 36 to 32 score. This meet, as that of the W. & L. Freshmen 
large end of the score, alternated from side to side all through the meet; however, the last 
event placed it on Augusta’s side and Fishburne went down to defeat for the second time in 
one season. Rice and Marston swam well in the 220, taking first and second place, as did 
Wiles and Taylor in the backstroke, McPherson’s diving taking first place. 

The big point men of the season were McPherson, first with 57% points, Taylor, second 
with 3914, and Rice, third with 2914. 
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Wrestling Team 


To keep pace with Augusta’s fast-growing athletics last year, a wrestling 
team was started which was very successful under the supervision of Capt. Parse. 
This year Capt. Summers took over the coaching, and by the end of the season 
developed a strong team; losing only one match in each of the last two meets. 

At the first of the season a good squad turned out, and after the team had 
put on a few exhibitions the squad increased to twenty-four. Of these there were 
three letter men, several members of last year’s squad. Roach, last year’s heavy- 
weight, was compelled to withdraw on account of sickness, and was unable to re- 
turn till the morning of the last meet, in which he put up a splendid fight. 

Five meets were secured against fast teams. V.M. I. fourth class proved 
the better team in two meets. W. & L. Freshmen went down to defeat, while 
Fishburne won from us. The team came back strong and met Fishburne in a re- 
turn meet which ended in a glorious Augusta victory, allowing their opponents to 
make only five points. 

Letters were awarded to Cacase, 115 pounds; Hogshire, E., 125 pounds; 
McLemore, and Williamson, M., 135 pounds; Roberts, 145 pounds (Capt.) ; 
Roach 159 pounds (Asst. Capt.), and Smith, K., 170 pounds. 

With the prospects of next year we look forward to a still better record in 
several more meets. However, Augusta will keenly feel the loss of her stalwart 
and able Captain “Roberts,” who has never sipped the dregs of the bitter cup of 
defeat. Not once, since he has supported the blue and white, have his shoulders 
been forced to the mat.
